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Sheriff Sees 
Outside Help 
In Jail Break 


Fugitives Flee County 
Jail in Stolen Car; 
2 Caught in Kentucky 


BENTON — Four men under 
prison sentences and one await­ 
ing trial broke out of the Scott 
county jail here Friday night and 
fled in a stolen car, Sheriff John 
Dennis reported today. They were: 
Jackie Fisk, 18, of Morley, sen­ 
tenced Thursday to four years in 
the penitentiary for burglary and 
larceny. 
Jerry Sieben, 19, of Sikeston, 
Route sentenced Thursday to four 
years at Algoa on similar charges. 
Donald Eugene Houck, 26, of 
Johnson City, Tenn., sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary for 
passing a fraudulent check. 
Earl L. Houser, 34, of Bristol, 
Tenn., sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary for forgery, and 
Arthur J. Kirby Jr., 26, of 
Jackson, who was arrested Thurs­ 
day in Sikeston on a bad check 
charge, but whom, the sheriff* 
says, is wanted in Tennessee on an 
armed robbery charge. 
Sheriff Dennis and State Troop­ 
ers, who investigated the break­ 
out, are positive the escapees had 
outside help, for the heavy bars 
and lattice work on the outside 
windows had been bent open af­ 
ter bricks and concrete had been 
torn out. Inside the jail there 
was evidence that help had been 
given the men. 
Outside the jail, the men strip­ 
ped several cars, and by using a 
jump wire, left in a car owned by 
John Rodger “Roddie” Nunne- 
lee, son of John Nunnelee, of 
Charleston, who was attending 
the basketball game. 
The fugitives went 
south on 
Highway 61 to the Tanner Road, 
by-passed Sikeston and came out 
at Miner, after which they went 
east and crossed the Cairo bridge 
into Kentucky. 
A flat tire resulted in the cap­ 
ture of two of the prisoners, Fisk 
and Sieben. A Kentucky State Pa­ 
trolman, 
who happened to be 
passing, saw car lights at the side 
of the road and, stopping, caught 
Fifjk and Sieben trying to break 
open the trunk of the Nunnelee 
car. The pair were arrested and 
taken to jail at Wickliffe. Ky.. 
where Sheriff Dennis plans to 
pick them up today. 
Dennis said he talked with the 
two this morning and they told 
him that all of the escapees had 
gone into Kentucky. 
Sheriff Dennis, rather ruefully 
today, said that this latest jail 
break, like several others in pre­ 
vious months, took place while he 
was away—this time at Jefferson 
City on business.

They know, and have known for weeks, because they 
have been frankly told, that our present fire apparatus 
is undependable and is apt to break down completely 
at any time. 
Any of the volunteer firemen will tell YOU, if YOU 
ask, that every time the fire siren howls its warning 
and our antiquated, delapidated old 1935 Diamond T 
rattles out of the fire station, they figuratively cross 
their fingers and hope it will get to the fire without 
collapsing. 
What’s going to happen, Mr. Mayor and Honorable 
Aldermen, when it does break down and someone’s 
home or business goes up in smoke because YOU stub­ 
bornly refuse to provide the protection that might have 
saved them? Will your plea that you were saving that 
$70,000 to build a city hall satisfy the folks who have 
only a pile of smoke blackened debris to show for their 
labors ? 
There’s an old saying that “figures don’t lie but liars 
figure,” and the present is no refutation of the first part 
of that saying, at least. Let’s see now: 
The city received $70,000 for the sale of the city hall 
property, plus some interest for those government bonds. 
The Malone avenue site cost $0,000 and the fire sta­ 
tion now under construction there will cost, completed, 
$16,500, or a total of $22,500 for the Malone avenue sta­ 
tion. 
That leaves a balance of at least $47,50(f, and a sec­ 
ond station on the city-owned property on East Center 
street would only cost $16,500, if built from the same 
plans being used now. This would leave a balance of 
$31,000, amply sufficient to buy at least one modern 
fire truck capable of handling the job locally. 
And, frankly, The Standard can see no justifiable 
reason why the city cannot go ahead and borrow enough 
to purchase the second fire truck needed. With two new 
trucks and the two old ones for stand by use, Sikeston 
would he amply protected. 
We agree it would be nice to have a handsome new 
city hall, and that it is important we have one, but we 
cannot agree that its importance comes anywhere near 
equalling the importance of having the adequate fire 
protection we are entitled to. The Standard believes in 
doing first things first, and certainly protection of what 
we have—our property and our lives—is vastly more 
important than neglecting them in order to build a mon­ 
ument. 
Will a city hall mean anything to YOU if you are 
watching your home burn down while you wait for a fire 
truck that’s broken down en route to the fire? 
If enough people tell their aldermen and candidates 
for aldermen loud enough and often enough they want 
two fire stations and dependable fire trucks, they can, 
and will (if they wish to remain in office) take the 
necessary steps to see that YOUR wishes are complied 
with.

Leaders of both parties met in 
Rayburn’s office yesterday behind 
closed doors and reached general 
agreement, Rayburn said, on the 
need both for a highway improve­ 
ment program and for increased 
taxes on such items as gasoline, 
tires and tubes used on the high­ 
ways to pay for it. 
Rep. Martin (R-Mags) the House 
Republican leader, agreed. 
A reporter asked if the admin­ 
istration would go along 
with 
more taxes. 
“I don’t know—I would think 
so,” M artin replied. 
Rayburn mentioned as possibil­ 
ities: 
I. A one-cent raise on the 
gasoline tax. 


I. A one or two cent in- 
crea.se on the 
present 
two 
cents a gallon tax on the 
diesel fuel used by the big 
trucks. 
Some sources 
have 
said the riise might be four 
cents. 
3. A hike from eight to IO 
per cent in the ad valorem tax 
on trucks, buses and trailers. 
4. An increase in present 
taxes on tires and tubes and 
a new levy on commercial 
camelback used in retreading 
large tires. Camelback is not 
taxed now. 
Rayburn said Rep. Boggs (D- 
La) probably would introduce the 
tax bill, possibly next week. 
Boggs said he held nothing def­ 
inite at the present time.

Hoggs said the additional rev­ 
enue needed would be close to IO 
billion dollars. Committee sources 
have variously said 14 billion and 
18 billion.

parties.” 
The Missouri Solon’* attack wa* 
followed by repercussions in th* 
Senate that included denuncia­ 
tions by Senators of both parties 
and Sen. Humphrey of Minnesota, 
who declared ‘‘this man should be 
fired now, this afternoon.” Sena­ 
tors Case of South Dakota and 
Young of North Dakota, both Re­ 
publicans, joined the attack, both 
demanding that if Benson actually 
signed the letter endorsing the 
article, he quit his job at once. 
Sen. Morse, of Oregon, declared 
he had always regarded Benson 
as “a very shortsighted reaction­ 
ary” but never believed he “would 
supply us with evidence that he 
would be a plain fool.” 
Bvnson, it is reported, says the 
letter endorsing the article was 
signed by an aide without him 
(Benson) ever seeing it and ad­ 
mitted “ We pulled a boner on this 
one ” 
Congressman Jones* 
remarks, 
made in the House and carried on 
Page 1109 of the Congressional 
Record for Wednesday, Jan. 25, 
1956. w'ere as follow: 
“Mr. Speaker, adding insult to 
injury, President Eisenhower’s Se­ 
cretary of Agriculture in a letter 
to the editor which appears rn the 
February issue of Harper’s 
Ba­ 
zine gives expression to what I 
believe may be interpreted as his 
lack of concern for the plight of 
the American farmer. 
“Day by day we begin to un­ 
derstand why the Secretary of 
Agriculture appears to have less 
interest in the welfare of the far­ 
mers of this Nation, for within 
the last few days the Honorable 
Ezra Taft Benson has w ritten that 
he looks upon the American far­ 
mer as ‘Our pampered tyrant.’ who 
‘is about to get his boots licked 
by both political parties.* 
“Not only does the Secretary 
look upon those whose interest h* 
is supposed to represent, as ‘ty­ 
rants,’ but he concurs in the slan­ 
derous libel that has been give* 
nationwide circulation, to the ef* 
feet ‘that the farm er is generally 
eager to scil his vote to the high­ 
est bidder,’ and that city people 
are too indifferent’ or benumbed 
‘to resent this legalized corrup­ 
tion. even when the bribe is lift­ 
ed right out of their own pockets.* 
“Now I know, Mr. Speaker, that 
someone will deny that the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture feels this way 
about the farmers of America and 
they will point out that the Secre­

So she was baptized a second h 
time by immersion, as have been 
millions of devout Christians. 
Many churches nowadays, how­ 
ever, leave it up to the new mem­ 
ber and will accede to his wishes 
in the matter. 
Actually, we have often unduly 
stressed “ form” in religion and 
have ignored the underlying ‘‘sub­ 
stance’’. 
If a perron is baptized by total 
immersion under the water, ob­ 
viously this water bath does not 
wash away his sin*, for water, 
•ven though full of modern soap 
and detergents, will not dissolve 
ain*! 


Since the act of baptism is thus 
purely a symbolical process, to 
indicate a change in the appli­ 
cant’s outlook, then many church 
members believe it makes no es­ 
sential difference whether a per­ 
son is sprinkled or totally im­ 
mersed or just has water poured' 
upon his head. 
Now I anticipate a great Influx 
of rabid criticism for having the 
temerity to mention such a topic 
as baptism.

Tho American Society of 
News­ 
paper Editors filed a motion to 
support the New York Post in its 
effort to force a judge to make pub 
lie a transcript of his charge to a 
jury. The judge refused the re­ 
quest for a transcript of his charge 
and was supported in his position 
by the New York Supreme Court 
which ruled only litigants in a trial 
have a right to the transcript of 
the proceedings. 
The court may be right in its in­ 
terpretation of the law. 
But if it 
is it may be time to make some 
change in the law. A trial is a mat 
ter of public concern. 
It affects 
society and society’s interest in 
the proceedings is as great as that 
of any of the individuals who are 
directly parties to the trial. 
To hold that only litigants have 
a right to a transcript of a trial 
is to deny—at least to some degree 
—the idea that the trial is socie 


ty’s rightful concern. 
B y making 
transcripts available to the public 
the courts can be certain that a 
source of accurate information a- 
bout what happened is available 
for examination by the people. 
And in the long run it is the peo 
pie, the taxpayers, who 
support 
the costs of maintaining courts. 
The law is the law and if it con­ 
firms the decision of the judge in 
refusing the transcript, then it 
must be upheld. But laws in a de­ 
mocracy can be changed. — The 
Daily Star-Journal (Warrnesburg) 
Mo.

A silage tour, the second annual 
event of the kind - will be conduct 
cd in this county on Thursday, Feb 
ruary 2 during which five stops will 
be made and host farmers will sh­ 
ow visitors their cattle and explain 
their feeding programs which' in 
all cases will* include the use of si­ 
lage. 
Sam Rowe, Extension Ani­ 
mal Husbandman, of the Missouri 
College of ^Agriculture will partici­ 
pate in the’tour to answer questions 
and discuss the livestock outlook. 
The first stop will be made at the 
A. J. Drinkwater farm at 8 30 nine 
miles northeast of Charleston wh­ 
ere visitors will see a herd of pure­ 
bred Herdford cattle. A partly fill 
ed, low cost bale straw silo on this 
farm should be of particular inter 
est to those wanting to provide si­ 
lage space at the lowest cost. 
9:45 A. M. is the time of the se­ 
cond stop of the tour which will fc 
made on the Austin farm operated 
by Jam es Wallace, one mile sou* 
west of Charleston. 
Here visit 
ors will see a modified type of a 
baled straw silo, which Mr. Wal­ 
lace seems to have originated. Mr. 
Wallace will also show over a IOO 
head of cattle being wintered on 
silage. 
The third stop of the morning is 
scheduled for the Marshall Stall­ 
ing farm, four miles southeast of 
Charleston at 10:45. Silage that the 
Stallings cattle are getting is co­ 
ming from a permanent concrete 
silo. The herd consists of cows and 
stocker animal' being wintered th­ 
rough on silage. Th'>re is no doubt 
Mr. Shilling's will have time t o 
show visitors his grain storage bull 
ding which is probably the largest 
and most complete strictly far. 
storage grainery in the county. 
The first stop of the afternoon 
will be at the Noah Heath farm in 
the Dogwood area at I OO P M 
Approximately 150 head of cattle 
will be seen on this farm.

within one half hour after the appli

It should be app­ 
lied after the ground is broken. By 
applying before breaking the ch­ 
emical is likely to be turned under 
too deep to be most affective. 
Probably the only land t h a t 
Mississippi County farmers need 
to consider treating it that which 
is gnsng to com. Just which toil* 
could be treated with profit a n d 
which are not in need of treatment 
is difficult to say My gut** i» that 
the major part of Mississippi Court 
tv corn land would not be benefitt­ 
ed enough by soil treatments t o 
justify the coat of !956

to be a profitable practice on those 
>pots in the county known to be ef­ 
fected with wireworm* and in ot­ 
her land areas where there is de­ 
finite history of damage from teed 
com maggot* tnd com cut worms.

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Miner Baptist Church Proud Of Nursery 
Which Provides For Ifs Babies 


Are you overcrowded In your 
nursery? I t you are, you might re­ 
lieve the situation the way Miner 
Baptist church has done. If not, 
you might avoid being overcrowd­ 
ed. 
The church has three different 
rooms for its babies, toddlers, and 
three year olds—all three rooms 
were crowded and all other avail­ 
able space in the church was be­ 
ing used for Sunday school and 
Training Union departments and 
classes. 
But the room for the bed-ba­ 
bies was very much overcrowded. 
The chureh had six big baby beds 
in the room with some baskets, 
too. Yet that was not enough bed 
space. Parents began bringing ba­ 
by baskets with them to provide 
beds for the babies. Even then 
sometimes, two babies had to be 
put in one bed. The room was so 
full of beds and baskets one could 
hardly get around. Smee no other 


rooms were available, 
provision 
had to be made to make the avail 
able room do the job Consequent­ 
ly, IO double-deck baby beds were 
made, providing for 20 bed bab­ 
ies. They are 5 feet, 6 inches to 
the bottom of the lower bunk and 
4 feet to the bottom of the top one. 
There is 18 inches between the 
top rail of the lower bunk and the 
bottom of the top bunk 
which 
gives ample space for the mother 
and nursery workers to take the 
babies in and out of the lower 
bunk, 
The beds are 
cQnstructed of 
first class material and are well 
made. Vance Engram, who works 
in the shop at 
Home 
Materials 
Lumber Co. made the beds — yes, 
they look factory-made, but they 
are much stronger than most fac­ 
tory made beds. 
The sides are 
made of rounds (Dowells), which 
make heating or cooling easier 
and better. 


In the picture on the left, this 
baby is perched on the diaper- 
changing or dressing stand which 
is in the middle of the room. It is 
2 feet wide, 3 feet long and 3 feet 
high. You can see the wash basin 
at one corner of the stand, which 
is a mighty handy item. The ju ­ 
venile rest room for the whole 
nursery department is just outside 
the door. The stand has two doors 
in front, which open to provide 
shelf space inside for linens, tow­ 
els, diapers, bags, etc. 
Pictured on the right are two fu­ 
ture American Christians on top 
of the world. The sides let down 
so the babies can be put in or 
taken out easily. They are closed 
while the baby is in the top bunk. 
A stool will help anyone reach 
the top bunk, which is only four 
feet from the floor, when the 
sides are let down. 
In the lower pictui'e, you see 
both the top and bottom bunks in 
use. Only the babies who are too 
small to stand are put in the top 
bunks. You see a boy standing in 
the lower bunk. When they aref 
large enough to climb out, they 
are transferred to the room for 
toddlers. 
The Nursery babies are well 
cared for by an adequate staff of 
ladies during the morning and 
evening services. During Sunday 
school, Lula Russel is in charge 
of the bed babies, assisted by 
another woman. Then during the 
church services, two volunteer la­ 
dies care for the babies. 
Each 
mother is scheduled only one 
Sunday in about every 15 to 20 
weeks. 
Mrs. Jane Dobson, the only paid 
worker, cares for the toddlers dur­ 
ing all the services on Sunday 
and Wednesday evening. On Wed­ 
nesday evening, she cares for all 
the babies. 
Mrs. Zelma Woods teaches the

“Can you imagine, Mr. Speakei’A 
a Secretary of A griculture having 
no m ore respect for the farm ers of 
Am erica than to accuse them of 
accepting handouts, or doles? Yes, 
he has accused the farm ers of ac­ 
cepting doles, for the article states: 
“The farmer not only got in 
the habit of accepting his 
dole; he came to believe that 
it belonged to him perman­ 
ently, as a matter of right. 
“But, listen to this, and again, 
I quote from the article to w hich 
the Secretary lends his endorse­ 
ment: 
“When any hog keeps his 
Jowls in the trough long en ­ 
ough, he gets to thinking he 
owns the trough. 
“I w ant m y Iowa colleagues to 
listen to this next statem ent. T rue 
things m ay be better in Iowa than 
they are in other parts of the 
country, but I doubt very serious­ 
ly if m y Iowa friends concur in 
the statem ent: 
“The ordinary— 
“Yes, it says ordinary— 
“Iowa farmers * * has a m ini­ 
mum— 
“And note the use of the w ord 
‘m inim um ’— 
“of two new cars and they 
are usually brand-new Buicks 
or Oldsmobiles or Cadillacs. 
“And this too, is a p art of the 
article th a t our Secretary says is 
excellent and I presum e he be­ 
lieves th at the ordinary farm er in 
Iowa has two brand new cars. 
“He also believes, if w e are to 
take his words at face value, that, 
and I again quote from the H arp ­ 
er’s article: 
“The individual farmer is­ 
n’t much worse off—only ab­ 
out 5 percent—than he was 
at the peak of his scandal­ 
ous wartime prosperity. 
“Get that, if you will, 'scandal­ 
ous w artim e prosperity.’ Does not 
the Secretary read and believe the 
statistics prepared by 
his own

“A grand-scale reshuffling 
of districts, both for Congress 
and the legislatures, seems to 
be the only long-range reme­

throwing eggs at every candi­ 
date who poses as the farm­ 
er s friend. That will help get 
rid of one surplus, and a lot 
of political hypocrisy at the 
same time. 
“So, here w’e have the opinion 
of President Eisenhow'er’s Secre­ 
tary of A griculture, who, in ef­ 
fect, says th at he believes any 
M em ber of Congress who poses as 
the friend of the farm er is a hypo­ 
crite, and presum ably the Secre­ 
tary w ants to m ake it clear that 
he is no hypocrite, for certainly 
he is dem onstrating day by day 
and week by week, that he has 
less concern for the plight of the 
A m erican farm er.”

The governm ent provides t w o 
forms for individual income tax 
returns. 
If you choose the wrong 
one, you m ay automaticaWv cut 
yourself off from m any possible 
tax savings. 
The easiest way to file is to use 
the simple Form 1040A. It’s a card 
the size of a check, which anyone 
can fill out if he is able to w rite his 
nam e and address and a few other 
simple facts. 
You just send it i n 
with your withholding slips and the 
governm ent takes care of the rest. 
If you owe m ore tax than was with 
held you will get a bill for the dif­ 
ference. 
If more 
was withheld 
than you owe, you will get a refund 
check. 
The tax rules perm it you to use 
the card form if your gross income 
consisted only of wages, dividend 
or interest totalling less than $5 
OOO. and if you did not have m ore 
than SKK) of gross income apart 
from that listed on your W-2 with­ 
holding slips. 
Stop. Look. Listen 
Before deciding to use tile card 
Form 1040A, you should consider 
these facts: 
I. Your tax will be figured from 
a table which allows you a deduc 
tion of about IO per cent of your in­ 


come instead of item ized deduc­ 
tions for contributions, taxes, inter 
est paid m edical and dental 
ex­ 
penses, etc. 
I. 
There is no provision in this 
form for filing as the “ head of a 
household,’’ as a “ surviving spou­ 
se,” or for claim ing special credits 
for dividends and retirem ent inco­ 
me. 
If you are sure th at these tw o 
points would not cost you any tax 
savings, and your income is with­ 
in the lim its for filing a Form 10- 
40A, you m ight as well use this sim 
pie card form. 
If you decide to use the regular 
Form 1040, you still have

choice of itemizing your deductions 
or using

standard 
deduction 
which generally am ounts to about 
IO per cent of your income. 
You are likely to save by itemiz­ 
ing your deductions if you:

Made fairly large contribut­ 
ions.

Business Expenses 
If you are in business for your­ 
self, you can deduct your reasona­ 
ble and necessary business expen 
ses on separate Schedule C before 
arriving at your adjusted gross in 
come on page one of the tax form. 
This still leaves you* the choice of 
itemizing your other deductions or 
using the IO per cent standard de­ 
duction. 
If you are an outside salesm an, 
the sam e applies except that you 
should attach a list instead of se­ 
parate Schedule C. 
Other employees are entitled to

Form 1040 has bren rearranged 
this year, so that although it still 
contains four pages a taxpayer wh­ 
ose income was entirely from wa­ 
ges needs to use only the first one 
or two pages. Pages 3 and 4 a r e 
for other types of incom e and for 
computing the special credits f o r 
dividends and retirem ent income.

In recent m onths the Federal 
Com m unications Commission has 
released some startling statistics 
about the financial plight of TV 
broadcasting, and TV’s failure to 
provide the national, com petitive 
service contem plated by the Com­ 
mission’s allocation plan 


TV’s expansion has come to a 
virtual standstill w ith few than 30 
percent of the allocated channels 
in use, and w ith TV stations in 
few er than 25 percent of the com ­ 
m unities that have been allocated 
channels. Sixteen per cent of the j 
TV stations built since 1952 have 
been forced off the air, and 150 
construction perm its for new sta­ 
tions have been w ithdraw n. In all 
cases the reason w as insufficient 
revenue from advertisers to m eet 
expenses. 
FCC statistics indicate that, u n ­ 
der present conditions, the rate 
of failure will continue until we 
have TV service in only some IOO 
m ajor m arkets. 
These figures pinpoint the prob 
lem: 
In 1954 the TV netw orks and 
108 stations built before 1952 took 
in 510 million dollars and had prof 
its of 104 million dollars. In the 
same year the 302 post-freeze sta­ 
tions took in only 83 m illion dol­ 
lars and shared a loss of 14 m il­ 
lion dollars. 
The first group of stations in­ 
cludes most of the pow erful net­ 
work affiliates: the second group 
is m ade up largely of stations 
w ithout network affiliation. 
Television costs are so 
high 
that few independent stations can 
produce programs 
to 
com pete 
with netw’ork shows, or sell en ­ 
ough local advertising to survive. 
Unless this situation changes, so 
that they can receive revenue from 
non-netw ork sources, 
m any of 
them are doomed, and th e dream 
of a truly national TV service will 
die. 
Subscription TV is one w ay, per­ 
haps the only way, to provide in ­ 
dependent TV stations, especially 
those in sm aller cities, w ith the 
supplem entary revenue they need 
to survive and prosper. To that 
end we have just urged FCC to 
authorize subscription TV im m e­ 
diately, but to restrict it for a per­ 
iod of two years to stations that 
now have less than 7l a hours ot 
paid netw ork program m ing per 
week. 
Such an 
authorization 
would 
perm it independent 
stations to 
broadcast, for not m ore than tw’o 
or three hours a day, subscription 
program s of new m otion pictures 
and other box office features not 
provided by N etw orks or adver­ 
tisers. These features would be 
paid for directly by the people 
w’ho wished to see 
them , 
and 
WOULD CARRY NO ADVERTIS­ 
ING. They w’ould provide the sup­ 
plem entary income needed to save 
independent stations and perm it 
fulrm llm ent of the Com mission’s 
plan for a truly nationw ide, com ­ 
petitive TV service They would 
also m ake possible a vast expan­ 
sion in “free” TV program s avail­ 
able to the public during 85 per 
cent of each station’s broadcast 
day. 
This proposal has been bitterly 
opposed by NBC and CBS on the 
ground that “TV cannot exist half 
fee and half free!” This is a clev­ 


er “tag” but it makes about as 
much sense as it would for you 
to say that new spapers m ust exist 
solely on advertising revenue or 
subscription revenue, both can­ 
not have both. 
Back of the netw ork opposi­ 
tion to Phonevision is a basic 
distrust both of their own prod­ 
uct and of the American public. 
At one and the same tim e the net­ 
w orks argue th at their own pro­ 
gram s are not only adequate but 
superior, and also that subscrip­ 
tion television would take audienc­ 
es aw ay from these netw ork shows 
Thus, they argue, the FCC should 
prohibit the service before it even 
starts. 
One thing we are sure of: un­ 
less subscription television lives 
up to its promise of better, com­ 
m ercial-free program s, the pub­ 
lic will never pay for it, and th a t 
will be the end of subscription 
television. On the other hand, if 
subscription shows draw audienc­ 
e r aw ay from netw ork advertis­ 
ing show’s, they will have to be of 
a consistently superior 
quality 
Phonevision can only succeed by 
bringing a better 
product at a 
price and then only of the public 
w ants it that way. In asking the 
FCC to prohibit us from show ing 
the public our better product, the 
netw orks are repudiating the tra ­ 
ditional concept of free com peti­ 
tion and acknowledging both th at 
they cannot stand com petition and 
that the public cannot be trusted 
to decide 
for itself 
w hether it 
w ants to see subscription program s 
for a price or advertising program s 
w ithout any direct charge. 
The issue up to the FCC is a 
sim ple but, nevertheless basic one: 
The Commission must either m ake 
it possible for independent sta­ 
tions to survive w ith the help of 
subscription television, or it m ust 
frankly acknowledge 
th a t 
th e 
whole concept of hundreds of in ­ 
dependent and com petitive local 
stations is to be abandoned in fa­ 
vor of turning the industry over 
to the netw orks. 
I don’t have any doubt as to 
w hat this decision will be!
